LONDON, Feb. 28.—(By As- 
sociated Press).—King George 
today gave his only daughter, 
Princess Mary, in marriage to 
Viscount Lescelles. It was & 
great national event which will 
live long in the memories of tho 
vast throngs whose unrestrained 
plaudits greeted England's prin- 
cess through festive streets to the 
altar in stately, old Westminster 
Abbey, to become a bride. 
The bridal march within walls 
rich in royal associations and a 
ritual witnessed by a guard and 
assemblage and attended by the 
traditional splendors that mark 
state occasions, were the more su- 
perficial features of the day's 
proceedings, ‘That which captiv- 
ated an empire's imagination was 
the realisation of a dream much 
older than empires—the marriage 
of a beautiful girl of exalted 
rank to a man of more humble 
station, but of proven gallantry, 
The testimony of genealogists that 
through King Henry VII the bride 
and bridegroom are both descended 
Crom William the Conqueror, in no 
way minimized the romantig aspect 
of the affair. 

In the joyous face of those crowd- 
ing either side of the guy route from 


the palace to the sanctuary and in} 


their tumultuous and prolonged out- 
bursts of cheering and applause, the 
goodwill and approvel of pageant- 
loving people, anxious to share the 
happiness of this notable day, was 
vividly displayed.

Forthcoming Model Charter for 
Cities Has Influence Upon Fate 
Of City Charter Amendments 


Attorney General Announces That Model Act is To Be 
Considered—Therefore Not Advisable to Interfere Too) 
Much With Existing Conditionx—Edmonton Fortunate ok 


With Requests. 


Bdmonton wae fertcnate with tts 
@arter amendments when before the 
municipal law committee on Tues- 
@ay morning. Sixteen out of the 
total list of 58 arnendments were 
dealt with, and ou: of this number 
Only one was struck out by the coin- 
mittee. 

This was t regard to lessening the 
number of opportunities of appealing 
@eainst assessments, and the cutung 
out the appeal to council. 

In view of the fact that a definite 
Pronouncement was made by the at- 
terney-general and siso by the Hon 
R. G. Reid. minister of municipai- 
ft'es, that the government intended 
to consider the creation of a mode) 
city charter this year, it was thought 
that oN established procedure shou!d 
Mot be interfered with. Therefore 
the appeals remain as before—<o the 
city commissioners, then to the coun- 
ef) and afterwards a judge. 

The greatest fight uring the 
forning was waeed over the ap- 
piication of the city to cut out die 
count on payment of tazes and in- 
stead te charge a penalty upon cur- 
rent taxes unpaid after May Sist. 
Eventually, however, it was appror- 
ed by a maforitr. 

The Hon. J. R. Boyle led the at- 
tack upon this clause, contending hat 
i was just a matter of fixing the tax 
for the purpoee of showing a lowe: 
mill rete. 

Two of the ministers came into op- 
Postion over this clause, as the 
Hon. FR. G. Reid wes apposed to its 
past ng. 

After {mqtiring whether there was 
any objection raised by the Rate- 
payers’ eseocistion, the attorney-ger- |

Economy Tending to Reduce 
Efficiency in Education is False 
Says the President Trustee 


Winnipeg, Feb. 23—Emphasizing that any government 
economy tending to reduce the efficiency of an educational 
system is false economy, J. Allison Glen, president of the Mani- 
toba School Trustees’ Association, in opening the annual con- 
vention here today, declared the provincial government should 
endorse ard even enlarge expenditure this year instead of pro- 
posed economies. Boys and girls attending rural schools, Mr. 
Glen stated, are not taught the rudiments of education and the 
average of them cannot spell, read nor write accurately. A 
larger expenditure is necessary this year, he declared, to enable 
people in rural Manitoba to obtain the right kind of education 
and to build up a strong and intelligent Canadian civilization. 

Formation of a Canadian-wide trastees’ association, with 
all nine provinces represented, will be discussed at Wednes- 
day's session. At the opening today there were about 400 dele- 
gates in attendance. The convention will close Thursday after- 
noon.

to pay. That may all be. A per- 
son who has little in common with 
the Universal Brotherhood can 
understand that a man should say 
rash things these days when he 
sits down to total up his tax bills 
and survey the awful inroads they 
make upon his earnings. 

All the same the police will do 
well to hang around Brilliant, B. 
C., for a while and see that the 
Douks. do not take the proposal 
seriously. They are a people too 
much given to interpreting things 
literally to be trusted to ignore 
the letter of the leader’s state- 
ment and pay attention only to 
the purpose he had in mind. In 
fact it would do no harm to pro- 
vide Peter with a permanent es- 
ecort and keep the community 
under surveillance. The Douks. 
have done things quite as crazy 
as Peter’s latest proposal. 


The Provincial Oredit, 


It is to be hoped that no great 
harm will be done the credit of 
the Province by the publication in 
ean Edmonton paper of an excerpt 
from the report of the auditors 
employed by the Greenfield Gov- 
ernment to go through the books 
and verify the facts as to the fi- 
nancial situation as these were 
presented in the reports of the fi- 
nance department and the Pro- 
vincial auditor. Hon. Mr. Mitchell 
and Premier Greenfield had war- 
rant for the view that apprehen- 
sion might thus be aroused in the 
minds of people who have bought 
Provincial savings certificates, if 
not in wider circles. The detailed 
statement made in the Legislature 
by the former Provincial Treasur- 
er, substantiated by the letter read 
by the Premier from the auditors, 
should re-establish confidence in 
all quarters both as to the accur- 
acy of the departmental reports 
and as to the soundness of the 
Provincial security. 

Since the Province was organis- 
ed there has been spent $5,010,000 
more ‘than was collected; but 
against this there are $5,200,000 
owing to the Province from var- 
ious sources, Two and a half 
millions are owing as arrears of 
taxes imposed on land, for which 
the land itself is security. The Do- 
minion Government owes more 
than a million interest on the 
price received from the sale of 
school lands, for which both the 
Dominion and the lands are secur- 
ity. The liquor vendor has ac- 
cumulated ‘profits of more than a 
million which have not been as yet 
turned over to the finance de- 
partment. Smaller items make 
up @ total nearly two hundred 
thousand dollars larger than the 
‘‘overdraft’’ the Province is car- 
rying. The situation is one which 
arises in the conduct of any large 
business, which has not collected 
at the end of its financial year al! 
the money owing to it. The dif- 
ference between actual income and 
actual outgo has to be carried as 


an overdraft or withheld from the | 


shareholders when the dividends 
are being paid. 

Had these facts been all pre- 
sented there would have been no 
danger of the publication creating 
any alarm in the minds of invest- 
ors in Provincial ponds or certi- 
ficates. As only the amount spent 
in exeess of actual receipts was 
cited, the impression given was 
that the Province was ‘‘out’’ 
$5,010,000. In point of fact it 
cannot be ‘‘out’’ more than the

margin of the uncollected revenue 
that may eventually prove to be 
uncollectable, and that margin is 
not at all likely to be large enough 
to leave any shortage at all. The 
Dominion Government is good for 
its debts if any institution in the 
country is; the land is good for the 
arrears if any security in Canada 
is good for anything; the liquor 
stock is turned over every year at 
a profit; the succession duties 
should be collectable in total; and 
jin return for the interest owing 
on the Canada Central railway the 
’Provinee has the railway as secur- 
ity. It is to be hoped that every 
business firm in the Province has 
as good prospect of collecting its 
debts. If so there is no occasion 
to worry about any epidemic of 
} bankruptcies, or to unload shares 
;at bargain counter prices in fear 
of a smash.
